Of the more than 700 
students who graduated 
from Plano Senior High 
School last May, some 67 
percent will soon undertake 
the beginning of a college 
education—a four-year long 
adventure costing thousands 
of dollars. 
Preparation for such an 
event usually begins in the 
junior or early senior year of 
high school. Counselors from 
dozens of colleges and 
universities visit the high 
schools and attem pt to 
recruit new students. 
Several schools may be 
selected as good prospects 
by 
the 
pre-graduates. 
Schools can be attractive 
because of reputation, at­ 
mosphere, location, degree 
plans, social activities and 
scores of other reasons 
which can often make it 
difficult to narrow down the 
field. 
Some students, on the 
other 
hand, 
know 
im ­ 
mediately what college they 


will attend because of such 
reasons as religious af­ 
filiation or family tradition 
No matter which of the

chosen nor how it is picked, 
the idea of “leaving the

She plans to attend Baylor 
University, where she will 
study a pre-physical therapy 
program and will leave 
Plano for her new home in 
Waco in just two weeks.

Besides having to get used 
to those new surroundings, 
Meg must also learn to live 
with a roommate—another 
freshman girl

heat 
cramps, 
and 
sunstroke (also called heatstroke). 
Heat exhaustion occurs because 
of excessive accumulation of blood 
in the skin resulting in a decreased 
blood supply to the heart and brain. 
When this happens a person gets 
dizzy or fuzzy headed, the skin 
becomes 
pale, cold and clammy 
with perspiration. A person with 
heat exhaustion should be given a 
teaspoonful of salt in a glass of 
water followed by cool liquids and 
be made to lie down in a cool place 
with their feet higher than their 
heads. 
Heat cramps are severe muscle 
spasms due to the loss of salt and 
minerals from the body by per 
spiration. Usually salt tablets will 
take care of 
this. 
However 
if 
cramps still occur in spite of the 
salt tablets there is a 
vitamin 
preparation called fossfree that is 
better than anything I know of for 
this problem and for people who 
become 
excessively 
tired 
when 
sweating. 
The symptoms of sunstroke are 
right the opposite and we will go 
into them next week.

DPW Services Expand 


More People Served In Regional Area 


The Texas Dept, of Public 
Welfare (DPW ) reports that 
it has expanded its services 
to the abused, aged and poor 
in the metro area during the 
past six months. 
Statistics just released by 
DPW ’s eight-county Dallas 
region during its semi­ 
annual 
program 
review 
show sizeable increases in 
the number of people being 
served by various welfare 
programs. 
In addition to 
Dallas County, the region 
includes Collin, Navarro, 
Kaufman, Ellis, Hunt, Rock­ 
wall, and Grayson Counties. 
The number of abused and 
neglected children served by 
the region increased 18 
percent from December to 
July, according to Cynthia 
Larson, 
who heads 
the 
regional 
child 
welfare 
program. 
During that same time, 
she said, the Department 
placed 75 "special needs" 
children. 
Ms. Larson ex­ 
plained 
that 
these 
are 
children who are hard to 
place due to age, race or 
disability. 
In addition to placements, 
she continued, there 
were 
700 abused or neglected 
children placed in foster 
care between December 1975 
and July 1976. 
A pproxim ately 
8,000 
abused 
and 
neglected 
children in 3,035 families are 
now being assisted by D P­ 
W ’s Protective Services, she 
reported. 
Since last September, the 
Welfare 
Dept, has given 
initial dental treatment and 
screening to over 11,000 area 
children entitled to Medicaid 
assistance 
During the same period, 
nearly 13,000 children in the 


region 
were 
medically 
screened under the program 
known as EPSD T (Ear.y and 
P e rio d ic 
S cre e n in g . 
Diagnosis and Treatment), 
said Mary Powell, regional 
director of the program 
Elaine Therioff, head of 
the Department’s Aged. 
Blind and Disabled program 
(ABD) said that two com- 
‘panies 
of 
U.S. 
Army 
Reserves had volunteered to 
provide services to assist 
clients 
Services provided by the 
reserve volunteers include 
yard maintenance, home 
modifications, home repair 
and delivering furniture, she 
said. 
Volunteers 
are 
also 
playing a vital role in DPW ’s 
Family Outreach Program, 
said Dorothy Coyle, 
who 
heads that program which 
serves the Plano-Richardson 
area. 
The 
Fam ily 
Outreach 
program, which is staffed 
almost entirely by volun­ 
teers, attempts to prevent 
child abuse and neglect- 
through 
direct 
ongoing 
family support 
services 
provided 
by 
a 
volunteer 
staff. 
Since the program’s in­ 
ception in 1973. 131 volun­ 


teers have been trained, and 
are providing services to 
nearly 1,000 children in some 
400 families 
Since Jan I, 
1976. she said, volunteers 
have donated professional 
services valued at $50,316. 
To help the 
poor, 
the 
W e l f a r e 
D e p t . — i n 
association with the Texas 
Employment Commission— 
has been providing em­ 
ployment and employment 
training through its Work 
Incentive (W IN) and DPW* 
V R 
( V o c a t i o n a l 
Rehabilitatioh’V 
programs-**" 
Mary McKerin, Supervisor 
of WIN, noted that more than 
700 welfare recipients had 
been placed in employment 
through the program during 
the first half of this year 
Of the 700, over 550 persons 
were taken completely off 
welfare, 
Ms. 
McKearin 
reported. "This resulted in a 
welfare savings of well over 
$50,000.” 
An additional 150 persons
